I realize to the full th e heavy respo n ­ 
sibility it puts upon me. expressing as 
it does the carefully considered co n ­ 
victions of the men elected by popular 
vote to stand as the heads of govern­ 
m ent in their several states. 
“ I absolutely agree with you th a t 
th is m a tter is not one to be decided 
with any reference to the personal 
preferences or in tere sts of any man, 
but purely from the standpoint of the 
Interests of the people as a whole. 
I 
will accept the nom ination for presi­ 
dent if it is tendered to me and I will 
adhere to this decision until the con­ 
vention has expressed its preference.

In the Potato Line 


The Commercial club has kindly 
given 
the 
Dispatch 
the condensed 
address made by ( ’. E. Drown, of Elk 
River, before the Commercial club 
and its guests on January lit. when 
he discussed potato culture and mark­ 
etin g in 
this county. 
His address 
follows: 


Introduction 
I am glad to meet with you farmers 
and business men here today and talk 
to you about potatoes, and to see the 
friendly relations that exist between 
the farmers and the business men 
of this town. 
You cannot realize a 
good town and surrounding country 
unless there is harmony between the 
farmers and business men. 
The question that we have before 
us this afternoon is of great import­ 
ance. 
In the United States in the 
year of 1908 we raised 3**0,000,000 
bushel; in 1909 we raised 378,000,- 
000 bushel: in 1910 we raised 327,-! 
000,000 bushel and in 1911 we raised I 
287,0 00,000 
bushel 
In 
1910 
and j 
191 I the yield was not good. 
That 
indicates 
that 
we are 
not 
raising 
enough, and that accounts for the 
high prices. 
The year in which we 
got a large crop the potatoes were 
cheap. 
YWe have shipped 
in 
from 
Scotland to meet the deficiency in 
supply in the United States. 
I believe that the future of your 
county is agriculture even tho it is 
rich in minerals. 
The minerals will 
not last, there is a limit, but agricul­ 
ture will last. 
The high cost of liv­ 
ing is what we are trying to get 
around, 
but unless we 
raise more 
from 
our farms it 
will 
be 
worse. 
What will it be when we are called 
upon to feed 200,000,000 people, and 
how are we going to do it. 
We must 
make the best out of the farms and 
we must open up a lot of land that 
is now lying Idle and not farmed at 
all. 


Raise one kind of potatoes 
Shelburn and Anoka counties are 
today grow ing a better potato than 
any other county. 
T wenty years ago 
we 
started 
raising 
potatoes. 
We 
raised 
great quantities and 
many 
varieties. 
We could not raise grain 
in sandy soil so we raised potatoes 
for a starch factory for 30 cents a 
hundred weight, which means about 
18 cents a bushel. 
Uo-operating we 
established the planting of the same 
kind of tubers and immediately found 
better markets for our potatoes, and 
the factory shut down and later burn­ 
ed down, and 
was 
never rebuilt. 
Farmers, you will be up against it 
if you try to raise all kinds of pota­ 
toes. 
Stick together and raise one 
kind. 
You will have no trouble in 
hunti ng up the buyer if you do this. 
We used to put in our red potatoes, 
white potatoes, round potatoes and 
long 
potatoes, and when 
the con­ 
tractor sent up an inspector to in­ 
spect our car we learned that we had 
to sort them. 
The next year we did 
not have to sort them, no, we got to 
raising just one kind of potato, and 
now we do not have to hunt our 
buyers. 
They come to us. 
We have 
so many buyers that they are a public 
nuisance. 
They 
come 
where 
they 
they can pick up car loads of potatoes 
of the same kind, and that is what 
will occur to you people if you just 
raise th*' kind of potatoes the market 
wants. 
There are as many as one 
hundred and sixty brands of potatoes. 
You must make a start and it is up 
to you farmers. 
Potato farms, stock farms and dairy 


farms go right together. 
Raising 
potatoes alone is not the proper way 
for a farmer to run his farm but stock 
goes with potato raising and in this 
way it will keep a farmer busy the 
whole year arou nd/ 
In the Red Riv­ 
er Valley all farmers raise potatoes. 
They too found out that they could 
not raise potatoes of all kinds and 
make it a paying proposition. 
From 
six to twelve car loads are now ship­ 
ped from that town and the business 
men or farmers' clubs place tags on 
the cars that are loaded with good 
potatoes,*and when they come to a car 
that is not all of one kind and has 
not good potatoes they are shipped 
without being tagged. 
It does not 
cost much for the business men, the 
Farmers* club or Commercial 
club j 
to do this. 
Poor potatoes' are worth i 
getting rid of, but remember, when I 
the 
farmer of Crow 
W in g county 
hauls small, scabby potatoes to town j 
lie gets little for them, and tho hoi 
gets rid of them he is hurting every 
farmer in the county, and he spoils 
a good market. 
i 
Don't get discouraged if the prices 
| are not high the first year. 
I think 
! I have sold potatoes cheaper than any 
one here. 
I have sold them for 12; 
I cents a hundred pounds. 
There is no 
j money in that after wintering them. j 
but at that time it was all I could get. ' 


I Mad I got discouraged and said, as I 


I often 
heard 
many 
say, 
“ That 
is 
enough 
for me,’’ I 
would probably 
not be farming today. 
While it is 
discouraging to 
haul 
potatoes 
for 
such a low price, I have since sold 
them tit prices up to $1.00 a bushel 
from 
the 
field. 


Select good seed 
Always plant ii good seed potato 
if you want a good potato crop. 
It 
is the same with everything you raise! 
on the farm. 
Save good seed for 
everything you plant on your farm. 
You hear s o many say, “My potatoes 
have run out.” 
It is not necessary 
to let them run out if you only pay 
a little attention to the selecting of 
your seeds when digging the potatoes. 
It is in the selecting of seeds where 
farmers fall down. 
I have seen farm­ 
ers take from their cellars potatoes 
with eight, nine and even ten inches 
(If sprouts on 
them. 
Don't 
plant 
them 
They are all right for eating 
but 
don’t 
plant 
them. 
When 
the 
Burbank potato, which is a long one, 
begins to run out it looses its shape, 
and the eyes get large anil shallow. 
The early Ohios are oval shape and 
become peaked first at o n e end ti lid 
the next year at the other end. 
lf 
you plant such run out seed it will 
yield a lot of small potatoes. 
The 
eyes of such potatoes are small, not 
numerous. 
It is just horse sense to 
know 
that 
these 
potatoes are 
not 
going to send out good strong sprouts. 
It takes good hie- eyes to send out 
good big strong sprouts. 
Ttike po­ 
tatoes with a ten inch sprout ami 
take potatoes that are good and plant 
them s i d e by side and in the same 
soil and at the same time and give 
them the same care, and you will 
see 
that 
the 
potato 
that 
had 
tin* 
sprouts will grow 
weak while the 
other will send out good strong plants 
Make a good selection of seed pota­ 
toes for seed and keep them for that. 
When you dig the potatoes you should 
take the very best hills and pick from 
them the vee • best potatoes 
Plant 
your best potatoes on one side of the 
field and when digging again pick the 
most robust potatoes for your seed. 
I don't want you farmers to miss this. 
Use good hard selected seed potatoes 
and of one variety, keep them in a 
dark cool cellar and watch that cel­ 
lar. 


Spring Seed Potatoes 
The best place for storing potatoes 
.s a root house. 
A cellar under the 
house 
has one 
draw-back, 
though 
I have kept potatoes twenty years in 
a cellar under the house. The trouble 
conies when in the fall you have only 
a few days of cold weather and you 
think there is no hurry for banking 
up. 
Yet when you have your first
